The reason {fs that Hitler (with 
the others under him) is an ex-° 
tremely competent (but of course 
totally a moral), practising psycho- 
logist. ‘Mein Kampf’ Is full of 
pructical Instructions on the detalls 
of this technique of influencing 
people, Much of .the book fs very 
muddle-Acaded, especially where 
Hitler believes he. ts being pro- 
found, but he writes very clearly 
on the one part of the subject he 
really understands and cares about, 
namely, the influencing of masses ¢ 
of people. 

If now we examine what are the 
actual methods used by the Nazi 
leaders on the people of Germany, 
then we find they ore precisely the 
methods which would occur to 
anyone who had made a study of 
practical pepe ta pravided— 
but only provided—he was willings 
to disregard any restraints of 
morallty or humanity in achieving 
his_ends.

Al- 
though he usually knows — his 
speeches by heart, he has them 
typed for his guidance, all the 
sentences separately spaced, all 
no longer than his eye'can take 
in or his breath utter. 


While dictating, the forming 
“of a felicitous phrase in his 
mind brings a smile of triumph 
to his round cheeks, -He loves 
alliteration. He goes, over & 
typed manuscript as miny as 
six times,-making corrections 
and keeping his typists busy 
until all are wearied but him- 
self.

of trial, as President Roosevelt

Influenced By. Morley 


On which of the speakers of 
his time did Churchil model 
himself? In his delineation in 
“Great Contemporaries” of the 
political, oratorical and jiterary 
John ° Morley’ it. is possible to 
glimpse * Churchill — himself. 
About Morley, who died in 1923, 
Churchill wrote: 


. 


captivating, .. . There was a 
quality about his rhetoric which 
arrested attention. He loved 
the pageantry as tell as the diss 
tinction of words, and many 
passages in his speeches dwell 
in my memory. . . . He pleaded 
unpopular causes with @ cour- 
age and sincerity ‘which com- 
manded the respect of: the 
House.” 


Written with skill and love, 
the Prime -Minister’s speeches 
revel the range of his reading. 
One of his father’s favourite 
xuthors was the great Gibbon, 
who lived in the age of Chur- 
-chill’s famous — ancestor, — the 
Duke of Marlborough. Lord 
Randolph could quote whole 
pages of the “Decline and Fall 
of’ the Roman Empire.” And 
when Licutenant Winston Chur- 
chill was in Africa with” the 
Fourth Hussars, his mother 
“ent —hini Mitman’s— 8-volume 
edition of Gibbon. Those who 
know the “Decline and Fall’ 
ean see in Churchill’s melodic 
‘and perspicuous prose the struc- 
tures and rhythms of his eigh- 
teenth century master, as when 
he warned: “The wars of peoples 
will be more terrible than the 
wars of kings.”

Figures Of Speech 


When Engiand and the demgcri- 
tie world were ughust as the German 
armies broke through ,the Frenen 
lines, Churchill called it “the battle 
of the bulges," projecting an image 
of swaying Hnes, the German might 
bulging here, the arms of France and 
Britaln thrusting there, It “was a 
reassuring imuge which gave the 
people at home time to get set again. 
In his memorable address to the 
people of Italy after Britaln’s first 
gient victories in Africa, he spoke 
again in’ terms of mup-imagery 
which the common mind could grasp: 
““Our armies are tearing and will 
tear your African Emplre to shreds 
and titters." And it cnme to pass. 

After Dunkirk his phraseology be- 
came more vivid, more poetle; ‘the 
glow of the Luftwaffe’s fires lights up 
hls emotion: “, . .

England’s ‘Finest Hour’ 


His tocsin calls reached their 
height on the first anniversary of the 
war, while the new, destructive Nazi 
acrial ds were In progress: |

kindle a fire in British hearts, here 
and all over the world, which will 
slow: long after all traces of the con 

pration he .has caused in London + 
will have been removed, He has 
lighted a fire which will burn with 
a steady and consuming flaine.. . aan 

And just as in 1933 he had warned: 
“It may well be that the most 
glorious chapters in our history are 
yet to be written," so in 1940, he was 

‘uble to tell his people: “Let us. . - 

brace ourselves to“our~dutics"and-so- 
bear ourselves that, if the British 

Empire and its Commonwealth last 

for a thousand years, men will still 

say, ‘This was thelr finest hour.’ ” 

The Ught.of England's ‘finest 
hour” shines in’ the speeches of © 
Winston Churchill. He has raised 
the level of oratory for generations 
to come. His‘ addresses* rallied an 
almost beaten people to fight back— 
and fight back hard. Not only docs 
he Icad Britain's battle but he is - 
himself the chronicler of her herolce 
efforts. Once more a crisis has 
brought. forth the man, It will take 
na major poct to surpass jn verse 
what he has already accomplished in 
his prose,

- Chinese Sapper was at- 
tested. in, the Corps of Royal 
Engineers. It was a step that 
had taken ‘five years of discus- 
sion and difficulties to reach, but 
that it was a wise step no one 


ean have any reason to doubt. 
Like many other good institutions, 

the origin of the Chinese Section of 

the Royal Engineers lies in the sub- 

marine mining duties of the Corps. 

In 1878 a submarine mining detach- - 

ment was sent to Hongkong, a detach- 

ment so small that it was capable of 

little except. the care of* its stores; 

and, to make it an active 

unit, it was reinforced by: 

the engagement of Chi- 

nese civilians,;.mostly 

boatmen. : 


-On August 1, 1891, 
No. 1. Cheong Sow was 
attested Sapper and was 
at-.once promoted Havil-. 
dar Major. This ‘“re- 
cruit’s dream” of promo- 
tion was not so strange 
as may seem at first sight, 
as Cheung Sow, together 
with 49 othei Sappers 
who were attested shortly.

_In 1906 the Corps handed over its submarine mining 
duties to the Royal Navy.

- kong, the locally enlisted troops were paid off. The 


Hongkong Company wag reformed as the 40th (For- 
tress) Company, and retained its Chinese, personnel; 
thus although they were not the earliest locally enlisted 
in the Corps, they are the only portion who have re- 


is tained their unbroken service to the present day. 


The period from 1905-1914 was uneventful in Hongkong; 
the Company duties were on Engineer Services and the main-

those who want ammuni- o 
tion against the tradu-§ 
cers of Britain,” to use 
tho author’s own words, 
but he is unduly modest 
whon “he craves the indulgence 
of the knowledgeable every 
wheres.” Mr Cowie is here writ- 


ing-for_the. plain common_man,_roaring chapter on 


and. not for highbrows ‘and 
fastidious folk, and ho writes 
well and is entitled to the grati- 
tude of all people, without dis- 
tinction, for his ‘effort,

Singapore provides as near an ideal naval base as ean 
be found onywhere in @he world. The natural harbour of 
the Straits of Johore Including the mouth of the Johore 
river, has some 50 square miles of deep water anchorage. 
It wv tundeveloped before the Admiralty decided to cone 
struct the Base and there was therefore nothing to prevent 
the naval authorities securing complete control of the aren. 
This ts a valuable asset in considering sceurity ineasures, 

[In the past thirteen or fourteen ws the four square 
miles of Singapore Island which sre now within the Naval 
Base boundartie: e been transformed from an arena of 

1 swamp, coconut and rubber plantations to. modern 
al station provided with every convenience and require- 
ment, from on abundant fresh water supply to warkshops 
where naval guns can be overhauled and repaired. 
Dockyard Facilitics 

In the dockyard is the King George VI graving dock 
whieh was formally opened by Str Shenton, Thomys, the 
Straits Settlements, in 1938. ‘This is one 
of the bhurest 4 dry docks in the world, capable of 
accommodating the biggest battleship afloat. Adjoining are 
workshops for repairs of all Kinds. A damaged warship 
can be‘denlt with in a few days, heavy guns or boilers can 
be lifted out of ships for repalr in the workshops, and. 
normal routine inspections and overhauls carried out with 
as little delay as'in a dockyard in Great Britain. 

The tloating dock, which was towed out to Singapore 
before the Naval Base was bullt, remains in the Straits 
and virtually doubles the faeilitles provided by the graving: 
dock, It self-contained unit, with its own workshops 
and generating station, and is big enough to take any 
warship, 

The Naval Base, is however, much more than a dock- * 
yurd where repairs to ships muy be effected, Provision 


has been made for the revictualling, and refuelling of ships * 


and the stores basin is normally one of the busiest sections 
of the Base, The stores sheds hold stocks of all the re-

Oil fuel depots are obviously a very necessary adjunct

Seizure Of Currency 
-|Destined For Enemy 


Regulations providing for the selzure of currency being 
transmitted for the benefit of enemies frome fercign countries 
to other countries outside this Colony, were announced in the 


The regulations were made by 
His Excellency. the Governor in 
exercise of the powers conferred 
by the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Acts, 1939 and 1940, 
and may be cited as the Defence 
(Enemy Currency) Regulations, 
1941, * 


Under the regulations, the 
Governor, If It uppears to him that 
currency, Is belng transmitted for 
the benefit of enemies from forelgn 
countrics ta other countries outside 
this Colony may by order provide for 
seizure In transit of any currency so 
transmitted, for forfeiture. to” the 
Grown of any currency so seized and 
for disposal thereof {in accordance 
with directions.of the Governor, 


Where, in any proceedings for re- 
covery of any currency or otherwise 
In respect of the detention or con- 
version thereof, it is certified by the 
Financlal. Secretary on behalf of the 
Goverror that that currency was 
seized by virtue of an order under 
these regulations, it shall lic upon 
the claimant ,to prove that at the 
tlme of tho selzure of the currency 
it was not in transit between a 
foreign country ond = any . other 
country outside this Colony or was 
not being transmitted. for the benent 
of an enemy. 


Definition 


In these regulations and any order 
made thereunder “currency” means, 
subject to the provisions of this’ re- 
gulatlon;— 


(a) coins, gold or silver bullion, 
bank notes and other paper money; 

(b) postal orders land money 
orders; . 

(c) bonds, debentures and any 
documents of title relnting to stocles, 
shares or debenture stocks; 

(d) warrants, coupons and vou- 
chers wherbunder any Interest or 
dividend is payable; 

“enemy” means. on enemy for the 
the Trading with the 
Enemy Ordinance, 1914, as amended 
by any defence regulation for the 
time belng in force, 

The Governor may by. order direct 
that stich documents os may be 
specHicd in the order, belng docu 
used as a 
medium of exchange other than 
those mentioned In the. foregoing 
definition of “currency,” shall be 
deemed to be currency for the pur- 
pose of these regulations and any 
order thereunder, 

For the purpose of these reguliu- 
tions and any order thereunder, cur= 
rency shall be deemed to be trans- 
mitted for the benefit of an enemy 
if the transmissvin forms part of, or 
is directly or indirectly connected 
with, a transaction from which an 
enemy has derived ‘or will derive any 
benefit. 2 : y 

Any order mude under these ree 
gulations may be revoked or varied 
by a subsequent order made by the 
Governor. 


Authorised Persons 


The Enemy Currency Order, 1941, 

states: that an appropriate oMcer ov 
ny -person-acting under his-authority 
may, subject to directions - of the 
Governor, seize in ‘transit any cur: 
rency which Is belng transmitted for 
the benefit of an enemy from any 
foreign country to any other country 
outside this Colony. 

Any currency seized under this 
Order shall be kept in such custody 
and for such period as the Governor 
may direct, and at the expiration of 
that period shall, unless the Governor 
otherwise directs, be forfcited to the 
Crown ind disposed of in accordance 
with the Governor's directions. 

In this Order “appropriate officer"
